We have had only two days of auc- 
tion sales on our market this week 
and lhe offerings embraced 1779 bhdi 
of burley tobacco. The flue grades ol 
leaf both of lhe colory and red type 
continue firm at satisfactory prices 
aud common grades with high cwlor, 
continue in demand without auy ten- 
dancy toward weakening in values, 
but the other grades of burley have 
not rallied from the decline which was 
reported last week, but to the con- 
trary the symptoms of irregularis 
were rather more aggravated during 
the sales (his week.

Another Way to Qniet a Nervous 

Horse- 
Ail ingenious but simple instiu- 
ment for soothing a horse that i* ex- 
cited by the appearance and noise of 
a gong-tangling of a trolly car or a lo- 
comotive, was Invented by ' Henry 
Small, of Hartford, Conn., a few 
months ago, and has been tried by a 
number of proniineit people in that 
city who drive spirited animals. It 
seems to have proved a great success. 
It is said to be equally efficient with 

irb bit, it not more so, and is 
tainly far less cruet in its operations. 
On the headstall Mr. Small puts 
simple strap, coming down the horse' 
face aud terminating in a thin strip of 
metal so curbed as to fit loosely over 
the upper lip. This meialic attach- 
ment is about hall an Inch wide aud 
two in. -lies loug. A light pull on the 
-cine brings this hook down In contact 
vith oue of .he most sensitive pot- 
ions of the animals bod., with no 
enough pressure to cause discomfort or 
pain, but merely enough to distract 
his attention momentarily. The not 
elty of the sensation makes him con 
pletely forget the cause ol his nen 
ousness, aud he instantly becomes s 
"calm as a may day morning. 
Strangely enough, horses do not seem 
to get accustomed to the device, sud 
it is appareutly as effective after being 
worn and used for two months as on 
the first occasion. Great things are 
expected of this appirtus in the way 
of subduing refractory horses for the 
blacksmith, iifbreaking colts, iu cur- 
ing kickerg and go on ; but it is too 
soon to pronounce a positive opinion 
ou these points.

The many stains which 
le table linen and I! 
dresses of the children an 
source of annoyance to th( 
er, and as these, become 
disfigurements if lolt upou the goods 
when they are washed, it is necessary 
to know the immediate remedy In or- 
der to deal with them at once. A 
list of the most common stains with 
tho treatment which will remove each 
convenient clipping to paste into a 
fly leal ol tho cook book, or other 
place of ready reference, 

cd by b'ouriug boiling water 
through the stained portion until the 
ilaiued «pot disappears .. 

Old fruit stains may be removed 
.villi oxalic acid. Wash the stained 
portion in the acid till clears rinse at 
once in rain water, as the acid will 
treak the fabric it left upou it. 
wet the spot in ammonia and give a 
final rinsing. 

Grass stains should be rubbed thor- 
ighly with molasses and then wasli- 
l out as usual. Another treatment 
is to rub with alcohol then wash iu 
water. 

Rust and ink stains should bo 
bed with juice of lemon and the spot 
then covered with salt and the cloth 
placed in the sun. It this treatment 
does not serve to remove the Btaii 
if the fabric is colored and so cannot 
he treated with the lemon juice, o: 
ie acid may be used as for old I 
stains. Still another treatment is 
apply a mixture of two parts tartar 
and one part powered alum ; this lat- 
ter is good for a variety of stains 
which fail under other methods 
luk that is f.-eshly spilt upon a carpet 
should be covered with coarse or com- 
mon salt or Indian meal. It' the stain 
is not absorbed rub with lemon juice. 

Mildew is often a very stubborn 
thing to get rid of. Cut 
soap into shavings and cook 
paste with rain water, spread the 
paste upon the spot, scatter upon i 
finely powdered potash and ipreat 
the fabric upou the grass tor twenty 
lour hours.

THE PERIDOT. 

A Precious Stone Which at the 
Present Time is in High Favor. 

A precious stone which at ihe pres 
ent lime is very valuable, because It U 
the stone of the hour, is the Peridot 
or ' evening emerald". It is a lovel) 
stone, with its exquisite shades of 
transparcul green, the best suggestion, 
of whose bus is the ( fleet produced by 
looking at Ihe light through a delicate 
leaf. Jewelers say that the peridot Is 
a species of olivine, > f the same ch 
as the beryl, nqua-marine, and the 
paa, ami that it is in fact the ancient 
topa/.ion", otherwise known 
Chrysolite. It is found in Egypt, Coy- 
)ii and Brazil, good crystal being cx- 
aedingly rare. Ot the various 
hades of olive-green, leaf, pistachio, 
i leek, tho clear leal green is the 
most admired. 

Of all these precious stones the peri- 
dot is the most difficult to polish. 
The final touch is given on a copper 
heel moistened with sulphuric acid, 
process which requires the greatest 
re, for if dipped into the acid the 
one has ihe peculiarity of becoming 
soluble. Sometimes it is cut in a rose 
form, or like a carbunole, but it is bet- 
ter and more valuable when worked 
in small steps, as the brilliauce is thus 
increased. , 

Owing to the quality of soflnees the 
peridot hae been considered of little 
value, but now that it is the fashion, 
fabulous prices are charged for Ihe 
stone. — Montreal Star.

Monthly Crop Report. 

I was unable on the 1st of Juu 
make a very favorable report for 
wheat. The per rent was given at 
83 1, which was a fair showing 
Since that time the lly and rust have 
i pretty general over tho State, 
and in some counties the smut has 
been very bad, and now from own ob- 
servation and from talking to fanners 
who have threshed their wheat, I 
don'think the yield will be over a half 
crop, aud quite a number of corre- 
spondenU write that the crop is very 
inferior— that it will grade very low. 
Two correspondents from -the county 
of Woodford agree as to the short 
crop ; one says "that the wheat was 
hurt in some places by the frost, rust, 
iid lly and will not grade well ;" the 
other says I In addition to fly, I now 
report rust." I think 75 per cent will 
be the full amount and of an inferior 
qualtty. I could mention a number 
of counties like the above— in fact 
there are very few good reports. 
Those few ceuntiee making good re- 



seems to be that, through the fall 
eaily winter, or until it fretiws, i 
Que food, but after it freezes it is 
much good. The treagt, compared to 
a full crop, is placed at 92 per cent. 

POTATOES. 

The reports about tho potato crop 
vary greatly ; some very good and 
some very itidllercnt.
